WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Ossipee, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
House in said Town on the second Tuesday in March 
- next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for decorating the graves of sol- 
diers. 


2. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of Highways 
in summer. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs and construct- 
ion of bridges and pay the indebtedness on Pine River 
Bridge. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for breaking roads in winter. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars, ($500.00) te 
repair, and maintain the roads leading from Moulton- 
ville to Oscar White Place, and the road leading from 
Lakewood to Oscar White Place. 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the destruction of gypsy 
moth and white pine blister. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for defraying Town expenses. 


8. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to buying Tractor, and snow plow, for breaking 
roads in winter. |

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,038.50 (Two Thousand thirty- 
eight Dollars and fifty cents), for State aid Construct- 
ion, in order to receive $1,528.50, (Fifteen Hundred 
Twenty-eight Dollars and Fifty cents), from the State. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3,000.00, (Three Thousand Dollars), 
for State Aid Maintenance in order to receive $4500.00 
(Four Thousand Five Hundred) from the State. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3000 (Three Thousand Dollars) for 
Trunk line Maintenance in order to receive $12000. 
Twelve Thousand from the State. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5000 (Five Thousand Dollars) for 
Federal aid in order to receive $15,000. from the State 
and Government. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro: 
priate the sum of $400.00 (Four Hundred Dollars) for 
the purchase of a new road machine. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Marston road to the Archer’s 
Pond road, by the Henry Abbott place near Archer’s 
Pond. 


15. To seeif the Town will vote to accept the so-call- 
ed Community House, as willed to it by the 24th clause 
of the will of the late Lyford A. Merrow. The above 
mentioned 24th clause reading as follows: “To the 
town of Ossipee ,New Hampshire, the Community 
House, so called, which I have established in my life 
together with the contents thereof and the land upon 
which it is placed. I also give to my trustees, herein- 
after named, the sum of $3000.00 (three thousand dol- 
lars), in trust nevertheless to hold the same and invest 
and reinvest and to pay the net income thereof semi- 
annually to the Committee or other officials in charge of 
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the Community House to be by them expended to keep 
the Community House in repair. If at any time the 
Community House shall be sold or shall cease to be 
needed or used by the town, the fund no longer required 
for the purpose of keeping it in repair shall be added 
to the fund disposed of under clause 25th of this will.’ 


16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
appropriate to keep said house in repair, provided it 
it is accepted, until said trust fund shall become oper- 
ative. 


17. Tosee what committee the town will elect to take 
charge of said house, provided that it is accepted, dur- 
ing the current year. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Two Hundred dollars to enlarge the 
town Cemetery. 


19. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to buy safe, to be used by Town Clerk. 


20. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Old Home 
Day. 


21. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
tv establishing a town forest. — 


22. To see if the town will vote to appoint a com 
mittee of Five selected from both political parties, to 
arrange for an audit of accounts of all the town officers 
or any other accounts in which the town may be interest- 
ed , for a period of years, and to raise and appropriate a 
sufficient sum of money to pay for the same, and pro- 
vide for any other necessary business in connection 
herewith. ; 


23. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
Pinder Mill roads, so-called, leading from the present 
state highway, south of Jewell Hill, to the westerly 
pioperty line of the Boston & Maine railroad, said 
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roads having been abandoned by the public for general 
use for more than twenty years. 


24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se 
lectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes and 
allow them to make a discount for early payment of 
taxes. 


25. To choose a Selectman for three years, Town 
Clerk, Treasurer, Highway Agents, Auditors, and all 
other officers and agents for the ensuing year. 


26. To transact any other business which may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 

The fall term of school opened on September 7th 
with an enrollment of 215 in the schools of Ossipee, 2 
slight increase over last year. The-only change in 
our teaching force occurred in the grammar. school 
room of the Center building. Mrs. Alice H. Merrow 
having accepted a position at Falmouth, Mass., at a sub- 
stantial increase in salary, Miss Doris C. Parker, a 
graduate of the three-year course at Keene Normal 
School was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Repairs and Improvements 

During the summer vacation and the fall term of 
this year a number of repairs and improvements have 
been made in different school buildings. The room at 
West Ossipee was repainted, slate blackboards have 
replaced some of the worn-out composition boards, and 
new shades have been purchased for the windows. 
Tlie school children with their own earnings, assisted 
hy the liberal contributions of Mr. V. D. White and 
many friends of the school at West Ossipee, purchased 
an attractive and efficient heater to take the place of the 
inadequate box stove. This spirit deserves commen- 
dation. At the Granite School a desirable rearrange- 
ment of blackboard space was made and new shades 
for the windows purchased. The Center building was 
equipved with Chamberlin metal weather strips, which 
have been an aid to the better heating of the building. 
In addition many necessary minor repairs have been 
made. 
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For the coming year I recommend the repainting 
of the interiors of the rooms at Ossipee and Granite, 
‘with the possible installation in the former of these 
schools of a regular jacketed stove. The rooms and 
hallway and upper corridor of the new huilding at 
Center Oss sipee should also be painted. and the ven- 
tilating she“ts in the building should be connected with 
the ventilator. 


Transportation. 

One of the greatest problems with which the school 
board has had to contend this year relates to trans- 
portation. At the beginning of the fall term, as there 
were only five children of school age in the Water 
Village district, it was decided to convey this group 
to the Brown School. As there: were several appli- 
cants for the transportation route it was vut up to 
bid as the fairest way of assigning it. The lowest 
bid was accepted. At the end of the fall term, through 
a misfortune, the conveyor of this route found it nec- ' 
essary to give it up. Every effort was made to con- 
tinue the route without interruption but unfortunately 
it was several weeks before the matter was finally ad- 
justed. I would suggest the desirability of drawing > 
up yearly contracts with conveyors after this year. 

Another transportation problem was made by a 
number of families moving into the. mountain district 
on account of the lumbering operations in that sec- 
tion. At the beginning of the year three pupils were 
conveyed on this route. It has since been increasd to 
eighteen. In spite of the difficulties the route has 
ben maintained: regularly, and the conveyor has used 
every eftort to make the children comfortable on their 
long daily trip. 


Organization of Center Building. 

At the beginning of the fall term the Center school 
was organized into a primary. room of the first three 
grades,.an intermediate room of grades IV, V, and VI, a 
grammar room with gerade VII and VIII, and high 
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school room with grades IX, and X. This organiza- 
ion made it possible for Miss Parker and Mr. Eastman 
o exchange several classes, thus forming a closer con- 
nection between the high school and the grammar 
grades. On account of the large enrollment in the 
primary room, however, it became necessary to make 
a readjustment. Miss Parker was given the sixth 
erade, and the twenty pupils of the third grade were 
divided between the primary and intermediate rooms. 
The enrollment now stands: primary room, 40; inter- 
mediate, 34; grammar, 31; high school, 25. 


Noon Lunches 

The noon lunches at the Center School are being 
carried on again this year. Each day girls from the 
upper grades take turns in preparing hot cocoa or hot. 
soups which are served to all those staying at the 
schoolhouse during the noon hour and who desire some- 
thing hot with their lunches. This project is self- 
supporting, three cents being charged for a serving 
of the soup or the cocoa. The number served averages 
about 25. 


Ossipee High School 

The Ossipee High School entered upon its second 
year. ' The high school Agent of the Department of 
cluding four tuition pupils. The school has made ex- 
cellent progress in spite of the fact that it has been 
necessary to change Principals in the middle of the 
year. The high school Agent of the Department of 
Education who inspected our school last October gave 
us an excellent rating. At the end of their course here 
our pupils are eligible for enrollment in third year 
classes in any public secondary school in the state. 
The program provides for a day of eight forty-minute 
pee and two curricula, an academic and general, as 
ollows:

_ A number of outside activities were planned at the 
beginning of the year to supplement the regular school 
work and to help-in forming a good, healthy school 
spirit. There have been several school parties, school 
hikes and programs. The floor which was laid in the 
auditorium with the permission of the school board has 
made, it possible to have basket -ball contests. Both 
boy’s and a girl’s team were formed and altogether 
some twenty contests were scheduled with neighbor- 
ing high schools. This program has been far too am- 
bitious for a two year high school with boys and girls 
who had had no previous knowledge of the game, but 
the contact with other schools has been both pleasant 
and helpful. 
Attendance at Secondary and Post-Secondary Schools 

During the past few years there has been an increas- - 
ing interest among our young people for a higher edu- 
cation than the elementary schools have afforded. The 
number of Ossipee boys and girls attending secondary 
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schools for the past six years, and including the pres- 
ent year, is as follows:

This represents a 300 percent increase in high school 
enrollment in six years. In addition to this six of our 
young people are now enrolled in post-secondary 
schools, one in law school, one in normal school, and 
four in college. We may all take pride in this record. 
Fund for Higher Education 

In closing I wish to mention the splendid gift for 
the benefit of ambitious boys and girls of Ossipee made 
in the will of the late Lyford A. Merrow. A fund of 
$10,000 has been set aside, the interest of which is to 
be used to help worthy young people of our town to 
secure an education in the higher institutions of learn- 
ing. The fund is in the hands of the trustees of the 
estate, and the income will be paid upon the recommen- 
dation of a committee made up of the Commissioner of 
Education of New Hampshire, the President of our 
State University and the Superintendent of this dis- 
trict. Lyford A. Merrow was a true friend to the 
boys and girls of Ossipee, and one who was constantly 
planning for their welfare. His passing represents 
a great loss to our schools
